SACRAMENTO, May 20. </P> 
Mounting truck traffic has brought 
to the front the serious considera¬ 
tion of the possibility of "double- 
tracking” strategic sections of 
California’s highway system, but 
in the opinion of Earl Lee Kelly, 
director of public works, the mat¬ 
ter of costs will prevent any im¬ 
mediate embarkation upon such a 
program. 

Studies are being made, how¬ 
ever, and it is probable the subject 
will be a live one at the next ses¬ 
sion of the legislature. 

Kelly's department docs not con¬ 
ceive it will be practical for many 
years to come, if ever, to build 
separate highways at other than 
the strategic points. Crests of 
hills, narrow passes and a few of 
the most crowded stretches might, 
ho believes, be “double tracked” to 
advantage if the money can be 
found, but over the major portion 
of the state’s 14.000 miles of high¬ 
way there would be no compen¬ 
sating advantage in separate 
routes as against widening of ex¬ 
isting roadbeds. 

Many Added Yearly 

There are 75,000 miles of public 
roads in California and each gen¬ 
eral assembly adds a few hundred 
oi a few thousand to the state 
system. At present about a. third 
of the 14.000 miles are classed as 
intermediate roads and as such, in 
need of improvement. 

It cannot be maintained that 
narrow, dangerous roads do not 
contribute to accidents, say motor 
vehicle department officials, yet 
the fact remains that the greatest 
"accident ratio” in California is on 
a relatively straight-away stretch, 
four lanes wide with 10 feet of 
shoulders, between San Francisco 
and San Jose. 'Phis is the Bay- 
shore highway, a steel reinforced 
concrete road where it would look 
to the casual observer that an ac¬ 
cident would be inexcusable. Yet 
this road rates first of all in the 
state in the number of accidents 
per car mile driven. 

“It's the human element, and 
this is responsible for more in¬ 
juries and deaths than defective 
mechanism or poor highways,” 
says Kelly. 

Trucks Increasing 

In addition to the steady in¬ 
crease in intra-state trucking on 
the highways, the inter-state au¬ 
tomotive traffic increased approxi¬ 
mately 50 per cent last year. 
Trucks carried the equivalent of 
9,805 railroad carloads of fruit 
and vegetables alone out of the 
state and brought in 3,445 car- 
loads. This is only a part of the 
total amount of automotive freight. 

To ascertain what separation of 
truck and passenger automobile 
traffic might mean, Chief Ray¬ 
mond E. Cato of the California 
Highway Patrol has been carrying 
on an interesting study at two 
strategic points on state highways 
By voluntary action, the principal 
truckers have kept their cars off 
the Altamont Pass near Tracy and 
the Beaumont Pass between River¬ 
side and Indio, for two or three 
Sundays. 

There hasn't been an accident at 
either place during the period and 
great numbers of letters have 
poured in from the motoring pub¬ 
lic and from trucking interests ap¬ 
proving the experiment and asking 
that it be made a permanent pol¬ 
icy. 

Accident Hate Unknown 

No statistics are available to 
show the accident rate on the two 
passes, but it is known the casual¬ 
ties were heavy, before the experi¬ 
ment started. 

After two weeks of Sunday 
“truck holidays,’’ complimentary 
letters were arriving at the rate of 
12 to 15 a day. Furthermore, there 
were letters from gasoline distribu¬ 
tors, milk distributors and furni¬ 
ture moving companies expressing 
approval and a willingness to make 
the arrangement permanent 

The manager of a large oil com¬ 
pany wrote that his men had been 
instructed to cease distribution of 
gasoline on Sundays along these 
routes, saying he regarded it as an 
excellent opportunity to build up 
good will with the motoring public. 
A large milk producers association 
wrote it was willing to cooperate 
and believed it was a step in the

Hindenburg Is Delayed 
A Day on Voyage to 
U. S. by Winds 

LAKEHURST, N. J„ May 20. 
(iPt-The German dirigible Hin- 
denburg was grounded at the 
Lakehurst naval air station at 
6:03 a. m. today, completing its 
second commercial westward 
crossing of the north Atlantic in 
78 hours, 27 minutes. 

The Hindenburg planned a quick 
turn around, leaving tonight in 
accordance with its regular sche¬ 
dule. 

The landing was effected with¬ 
out incident. At 6 o'clock, the 
first landing lines were dropped 
from the great airship’s nose and 
seconds later other lines were 
thrown from the tail. The ground 
crew quickly pulled the Zeppelin 
to the ground. 

Burked Heavy Winds 

The Zeppelin had bucked heavy 
head winds during its trans-Atlan-, 
tic cruise and was a day late as a 
result. 

Westerly winds with a velocity 
of 17 miles per hour prevailed at 
the air station this morning, but 
the ground crew of 90 bluejackets 
and 125 civilians, many of them 
ex-sailors, had no difficulty in 
keeping the ship under control. 

As soon as the ship was docked, 
a crew of five attached fuel oil 
and hydrogen lines in an effort 
to have the dirigible ready to take 
off for its home port in eight 
hours. 

Capt. Ernst Lehmann, the Hin¬ 
denburg skipper, said head winds 
en route "could not be avoided be¬ 
cause ocean weather service is not 
yet fully organized for airship 
transatlantic flights." 

51 Going Back 

"The scarcity of ships and other 
reports made it impossible to 
recognize the position of depres¬ 
sion centers or development of 
squall lines sufficiently in ad¬ 
vance." he said. 

Fifty-one passengers, one more 
than the ship’s normal capacity, 
were booked for the return trip 
to Frankfort. Three of them are 
navy officers and can be trans¬ 
ferred from the passengers’ ac¬ 
commodations to the quarters of 
the ship’s officers. 

The freight load will include the 
four-p lace, two-and-one-quarter 
ton airplane of James H. Haizlip, 
racing pilot, who with his wife, 
Mae. and their son, James jr.. plan 
to seek speed records in Europe.

Huge stacks of the neatly print¬ 
ed certificates bearing the portrait 
of Andrew Jackson- the soldier 
President—are already being shut¬ 
tled along the necessary compli¬ 
cated route from printing press 
to mailroom. 

When the postman hands the 
last veteran his bond envelope, the 
largest registered mail order in 
the nation's history will have been 
completed, officials say. 

Approximately 2,000,000 ex-sol- 
diers will receive one or more of 
the $50 bonds. Secretary Morgen- 
thau estimated. 

Brig. Gen. Frank T. Hines, vet¬ 
eran administrator, viewed the list 
of prospective recipients and spec¬ 
ulated that the certificates, if laid 
end-to-end, would reach from New 
York to Istanbul. 

Getting the bonds off to the vet¬ 
erans is far more of a task than 
running them through the bureau 
of engraving office presses. 

They must be sent to the loans 
and currency division of the treas¬ 
ury for checking and re-checking 
against lists from the veterans ad¬ 
ministration. 

Oaa lengths of service and vary¬ 
ing loans obtained on the certifi¬ 
cates add to the complicity of the 
job. If the veterans received only 
round sums, compensation could 
be figured with considerably less 
detail trhough allocation of the $50 
bonds. 

But with the majority of claims 
running into odd dollars and cents, 
the treasury must write checks 
for the odd amounts. 

Some of these are for as little 
as one cent. Officials predict that 
the government will gain on many 
of these because they say some 
veterans will keep them for sou¬ 
venirs.

Rancho San Joaquin, Granted in 1837 

to Sepulveda, Now Owned By Irvine 


Dena S. Buehheim, Earl L. 
Spaeth and Roy Spaeth petitioned 
in superior court yesterday for a 
restaining- order against Sheriff 
Jackson enjoining him from pro¬ 
ceeding with a forced sale of prop¬ 
erty at .San Juan Capistrano, and 
against Arthur R. Buehheim to 
quite title to the same property. 

The joint suit in reverberation 
from a 1935 court action, in which 
A r l hur Buehheim secured a 
$2699.94 judgment against Daniel 
G. Buehheim. He later sued for 
a partition of jointly owned prop¬ 
erty. and wh-*n that was granted, 
secured this year an order for a 
foreed sale and levy against Dan¬ 
iel Buehhcim’s interest in the prop¬ 
erty, for satisfaction of judgment. 

The sheriff's sale is slated for 
May 22, Mrs. Buehheim stipulates 
in her complaint, and she asks that 
the sheriff he enjoined in order to 
permit trial of a quiet title action, 
in order to protect her interests in 
her husband’s property.

"The poppies will be distributed 
by the women of the auxiliary, the 
wives, mothers, sisters and daugh¬ 
ters of the men of the Legion.

Talk Taxes at 
Tustin Tonight 


Rancho San Joaquin, later ac¬ 
quired by James Irvine, father 
of the present owner of the 
Irvine ranch, was granted in 
1837 to Jose Sepulveda. It con¬ 
tained 11 leagues. A supple¬ 
mentary grant was made in 
1842. both grants being by Gov¬ 
ernor Alvarado. 

The coast boundary of the 
rancho extended, roughly, from 
Laguna Beach to Newport 
Beach. The northern and south¬ 
ern boundaries extended at ap¬ 
proximately right angles to the 
coast. The rancho was bounded 
on the east by Rancho Lomas de 
Santiago. 

Don Jose Sepulveda had a 
large adobe ranch house in the 
southwestern part of Santa Ana. 
The old ranch house at the head 


of Newport bay was one of the 
San Joaquin establishments. 

There was a great body of 
lowland on the rancho which, 
because of its dampness, pro¬ 
vided excellent grazing for cat¬ 
tle. Stock from neighboring 
ranches roamed over the pasture. 
At spring roundup time Don 
Jose Sepulveda often found his 
herds increased by more than 
the normal number of calves. 
The reason for this was that the 
law entitled him to calves on his 
land at roundup time which were 
too old to follow their mothers. 

Flint, Bixby and Company 
bought Rancho San Joaquin in 
1866, according to the Pleasants 
history of Orange county. Later 
it was acquired by James Irvine, 
father of the present owner of 
the Irvine ranch.
